MORE CADETS WANTED. 


The report of tlio Board of Visitors to 


the West Point Military Academy, has 
been received by the Secretary of War. 
The Board inclines to the belief that an 
increase in the corps of cadets is nec- 
essary to take full advantage of tbe ca- 
pacity of the Academy. The Committee 
on Appointments and 
Examinations 


therefore agreed to recommend tbe pas- 
sage of an Act, fixing tbe strength of the 
corps of cadets at the maximum of 469. 


The Board also recommonds that in 


addition to the present allotment of one 
cadet to each Representative and dele- 
gate la Congress, two cadets be allotted 
to each State at large, to be nominated 
by tbe Senators respectively, and tbat 
the President be authorized to nominate 
twenty from tbe country at large. 


It seems that the number of appoint- 


ments now allotted the several States are 
not filled, tinder the existing -regula- 
tions a Congressman lias the option of 
arbitrarily appointing a cadet, or deter- 
mining by competitive examination, who 
shall be appointed. 
As a general rule 


the Congressman makes the selection re- 
gardless of qualification, and tbe youth 
who would ba a cadet, goes to West 
Point at hia own expense and is rejected 
for physical or educational disability 
leaving a vacancy for the term in the 


' Academy. 


The law governing the appointment oj 


cadetsshouldbe changed so that Con- 
gressmen cannot discriminate against 
merit for political or other reasons 
There should be competitive examina- 
tions held in every Congressional dis 
trict and the young man who proves him- 
sblf most worthy in a fair contest shoulc 
receive the appointment.

ness of the Carson & Colorado railroad 
and one of the crews on that road wa 
discharged. It changes the lively vil 
lage of Candelaria, where thousands o 
dollars were disbursed monthly, into 
deserted mining camp, of which ther 
are many in the State, all owing to th 
infamous Wrong of 1878, and the refusa 
of the perpetrators to right it. 


Bat the organs of the dominant part 


complacently proclaim that the remone 
tizationof silver is not a political issue 
If such is the fact then it ia high tim 
tbat it was made one. 


The people should assert their man 


hood, and risa in their might against the 
bosses and place hunters, and suppor 
forelectors und Representatives, men wh< 
will not upon any protMt, vote for 
Presidential candidate, or with a part; 
that is not in favor of the free and unlim 
ited coinage of silver. 


PORK 
PROHIBITION. 


The French officials in withdrawing 


tbe decree of the prohibition of the im 
pbrtation of American pork desire it un 
derstood tbat their action was practic 
ally decided upon a year ago, but actu 
ally settled last July when the Deputie 
gave an overwhelming vote in favor o 
the bill. 
They also insist that they 


caused the removal of the prohibition b; 
the German Government which did no 
intend to withdraw its prohibition un 
less France did. 


Either the 
French officials or the 


American gentlemen who are giving thi 
Administration credit for everything, ex 
cept hard times, are mistaken. It was 
telegraphed from Washington recently 
that the Administration was negotiating 
with Germany for tha admission o: 
American pork into that country in con 
sideration of Garman beet sugar being 
admitted free of duty in the Unitec 
States. -If Germany only awaited the 
action of France to withdraw its prohi- 
bition then the Harrison boomers are 
mistaken, whereas if the German Ohan 
cellor admitted pork because our Gov- 
ernment admits German beet sugar, then 
the Frenchman are wrong. 


According to statistics it will not 


make very much difference with tbe 
American hog, whether his bacon is pro 
hibited in Germany or not. 
There is i 


tariff OD American pork that virtually 


xcludes it from the German 
market, 


nd unless that is reduced, very little of 
t will find its way into Germany. 


Tho report comes from Washington 
hat out of 380 members of Congress, 
>olled on the silver question, 171 favor 
unlimited coinage of silver, 100 oppose 
t and 0 are doubtful. Fifty-four Sena* 
ore favor free coinage; 33 oppose it, and 
ne (Brice) ia doubtful. It will take 59 
votes in the Senate to pass a bill over the 
President's veto. ' 


The Democratic National Committee 


will meet in Washington January 11, 
.892,

little tot of three years, and Katie, six 
years old, has for a godmother Mrs. Er- 
nest Qirard of Micldletown, Conn.—Bos- 
ton Advertiser.

THE 
PADRONE SYSTEM ' HAS IN- 


VADED NEW YORK'S FERRIES. 


Men Who Control Uia Bootblack Ing Privi- 


lege on Board the Ferryboats and in 
I*r&o Bnilneu Building*—A BnilnoM 
Tbat Ha* Grown. 
The oaf ailing law of business is that 


wherever there is an opportunity for the 
profitable investment of capital the 
money is forthcoming to keep that busi- 
ness booming and to seize upon the most 
advantageous sites. And so it has come 
about that capitalists have not disdained 
to take hold of the bootblacking busi- 
ness. While -waiting for a boat outside 
of the Twenty-third street ferry to Jer- 
sey City a Sun reporter got a shine from 
a remarkably bright and efficient Amer- 
ican boy, whose mode of cleaning and 
shining indicated a good deal of experi- 
ence. 


"Why don't you go inside and pick up 


business on the boats, where your cus- 
tomers can get comfortable seats?" in- 
quired the reporter. 


"I wish I co\ild," said the boy, "but 


they won't let me do it." 


"Why, I have seen boys on the boats 


blacking boots, and they seem to make 
lots of money." 


"Yes. 
They don't see a day that they 


do not pick up at least a dollar, and 
from that all the way up to three or 
four, or sometimes five. But they can't 
keep the money themselves." 


"Why not?" 
"They have to give it up to the Italian 


padrones. There are three Italians who 
have bought the right from the railroad 
company, and they are the only ones 
who are permitted to black boots on the 
ferryboats. They have hired a lot of 
Italian boys, to whom they pay three 
dollars or four dollars a week, and the 
boys are compelled to give up all their 
earnings to the padrones who hire them. 
If the boys do not turn in an amount 
that is believed to be all their earnings 
the padrones put on spotters and watch 
them, and see that they do pay up. 


BOOTBLACK FRINGES. 


"Well, why don't you go in and buy 


the right to shine boots on the boats?" 


"Me? 
Why, do you know what those 


padrones pay for the right to black boots 
on all the boats? They pay over $3,000 
a year, and keep the men's cabins clean. 
A poor boy hasn't much chance to get 
that job. I used to work for them, but 
I find I can make more money by stand- 
ing outside and catching some of the 
customers before they get on the boat. 
Then all J get is clean profit, and I don't 
have to i/ay over to any padrone." 


On all the steamboats and steamships 


and railroads, at the hotels, in front of 
saloons—in fact? everywhere where men 
go there are to be found capitalist boot- 
blacks who hire the best places, or there 
is an arrangement by which the owner 
of the boat or hotel or barber shop hires 
some one to do the bootblacking and 
takes the money himself. There have 
thus arisen several bootblack princes, 
such as the enterprising Italian who has 
the monopoly of the bootblacking at the 
Produce exchange, or the happy colored 
gentleman who does up the business in 
the Equitable building. 


Many of the bootblack princes have 


wives and families and nice homes, and 
they dress well and live well. At the 
big hotels the income from the privilege 
of blacking boots is a considerable part 
of the revenue of the house. It has long 
ceased to be a perquisite of the servant. 
A chair in a good place will yield five 
dollars a day for bootblacking, and on 
extra occasions a good deal more. The 
bulk of the work is done by men. It 
really requires considerable bone and 
sinew to black a pair of boots well, and 
the man who has once noticed the differ- 
ence between the way an average boy 
does it and the way a man takes hold of 
the work will not care to risk the boy's 
work again. 


ART IN BLACKING BOOTS. 


There are a good many points about 


blacking boots that give scope to the 
genius of the workman, as in all manual 
occupation1?. The bootblack who once 
establishes a reputation for quick and 
good work has his fortune made. Men 
will go out of their way to meet him, 
and will wait their turn as for a favor- 
ite barber. 


On hot days bootblacks' chairs are 


very tempting on the street corners in 
the shade, and many a man stops and 
takes a shine just for a rest. The sum- 
mer is the bootblacks' harvest, because 
there is so much traveling and so much 
dust. 
Some saloon keepers exact rent 


from the Italians who have chairs for 
bootblacking in front of their saloons. 
Others are content to use the Italians' 
services in cleaning np the place or for 
running errands. Sometimes the pro- 
prietors come out and occupy the chairs 
as lounging places, to the great chagrin 
of the Italian owners. 


Some time ago it was pointed out that. 


a good many women would get their 
shoes cleaned and shined as men do if 
they could have the same facilities. 
Nobody seems to have acted on this sug- 
gestion yet. But it seems likely that 
there would be money in it. When one 
man finds out that there is money in it 
others will follow. As it is, many women 
are ashamed of their shoes, and long to 
get np on the chairs and have a shine. 
Occasionally a venturesome girl does BO, 
but she generally finds herself an object 
of considerable curiosity. 


Improvements may be seen in the evo- 


lution of the bootblacking business. 
Fancy chairs, better blacking, a man at 
each foot, the use of chamois bands for 
finishing, little points of attention to 
dress, th-j varnishing of russet shoes, the 
oil shine—all these show that the boot- 
blacks are in harmony with the spirit of 
the age; that they have their eyes open 
to the necessity for keeping pace with 
the progress that is going on in other de- 
partments of human activity. 
When 


the chorus of the nations calls upon each 
business to show what it has done of im- 
portance in i he evolution of society the 
modern bootblack wiU take no subor- 
dinate place, but he will shine lik^ one 
of his own most polished shoes.—New 
York Sun.
